Tenure Causes Decrease 
In Quality of Education 


Tenure is a two-edged sword 
dangerous to both those institutions 
using it improperly as well as those 
individuals to whom it is granted. 

It is important to remember that 
tenure is. above all else, merely a tool 
available to a university to help insure 
that the quality of faculty available for 
teaching is of the highest possible order. 

Institutions quick to grant tenure 
often find themselves “locked in’’ to a 
situation where their faculty is unable 
or unwilling to meet the demands 
presented by the students. Such 
administrations can find themselves 
powerless changing conditions 
necessitate a modification of the 
faculty. 

On the other hand, schools slow to 
grant tenure will experience the loss of 
valuable members of the faculty toother 
schools. 

It is unfortunate that this highly 
unscienctific procedure plays such a 
large role in determining the quality of 
our education. 

More unfortunate, though, is the 
attitude.of some members of the faculty. 


These individuals appear to consider 
the granting of tenure as the ultimate 
achievement, rather than the important 
step along the road to personal 
achievement. Being granted tenure 
should not mean your work is over but 
rather should introduce an era of even 
greater work and dedication. 

It is sad to note that upon receiving 
tenure, the quality of some instructors’ 
offerings to their students start a long 
downhill slide confident that they can 
only be replaced after a long and costly 
set of procedures. These teachers 
become more interested in preserving 
the status quo rather than in providing 
new and dynamic insights to their 
students. Jt is only a matter of time 
before individual departments and 
then the university itself reflects these 
attitudes. 

The time has come to redefine the 
purpose of tenure and the conditions 
under which it should be granted. In 
this way we can help save our schools 
from a mediocrity which would make 
their existence unnecessary and 
perhaps even harmful to society.

even now we should start to 
wonder if it is good enough 

that our 4-year old son 
speaks German and Eng¬ 
lish. has been to Germany 
twice already, for a total of 
22 weeks, has been taken to 
the Ringling Museum in 
Sarasota where he saw 
artworks of Rubens, 
Valesquez, Tiepolo, a copy of 
Michelangelo's David and 
others. He also seems to 
understand that babies 
grow in Mama's womb, and 
that her breasts are the 
source of the initial 
nourishment of the baby. 

Does this child have a 
chance to become a useful 
member of the new human 
society, without Milton and 
Lorax? I hope so, and as my 
defense I have to say. we as 
parents are trying: what else 
can we do? 


How does competition 
develop into aggression? 
How does cooperation 
develop into subservience? 
Define a structure within 
which this developmental 
transformation does not 
occur. 

Competition develops into 
aggression for a number of 
reasons. In order to attain a 
specified goal that is 
perceived as being bene¬ 
ficial in some respect, an 
individual is encouraged 
by society to utilize 
whatever means necessary 
to insure that the goal is met. 
In most cases, the end result 
is seen as justifying the 
means. Aggression develops 
first as a state of mind. The 
individual (or group) sets an 
objective which it desires to 
meet. Success is seen as 
being able to accomplish this 
task within a relatively short 
period of time with effective 
results. The goal then 
beccanes not an objective but 
something to be subdued. 
Personal and group recogni¬ 
tion then become important 
within this context. The 
individual comes to identify 
personal worth with 
material accomplishment. 
And when one's personal 
worth is at stake, aggression 
becomes the logical 
extension of competition. 
The same applies for groups, 
organizations, and nations. 

Modern culture has as one 
of its basic assumptions the 
premise that people are 
fundamentally evil in 
nature. This evil manifests 
itself in the form of a 
universal mistrust of the 
motives of others. Paranoia 
has become a trademark of 
the modern world. We are 
convinced that everybody 
else is out to take us for all 
that we are and have. 
Aggression enters into the 
picture as a means of dealing 
with this mistrust. If we can 
somehow beat the other 
person to the draw, so-to- 
speak. then we have 
successfully defended 
ourselves. Competitive 
societies are. by definition, 
aggressive. At least this is 
the way I see it. When two or 
more opposing forces are 
striving to achieve the same 
goal, aggression often 
manifests itself in very overt 
forms. In many instances, 
aggression becomes an end 
in itself. The thrill of victory 


and the agony of defeat are 
often overlooked for the 
ecstasy of the game itself. 

Aggression for aggres¬ 
sion's sake is one of the most 
dangerous extensions of 
competition that can be 
conceived. At least in the 
case of using aggression to 
attain a goal, there is always 
the possibility that some 
good may be derived 
through the process. When 
aggression becomes an end 
in itself, however, the 
implications can be far more 
devastating. Witness the 
nuclear arms race. At the 
present time, defense is used 
as the rationale for 
stockpiling more and more 
nuclear weapons. But we 
already have enough 
weapons to destroy ourselves 
many times over. Why do we 
keep building bigger and 
better means of doing 
ourselves in? Could one 
answer be that we are 
caught up in aggression for 
aggression's sake? 

Cooperation devlops into 
subservience because it is 
attempted within a competi¬ 
tive framework. Coopera¬ 
tion is undoubtedly a much 
better way of existence than 
is competition. By removing 
the air of mistrust which 
surround modern society, 
we would be able to devote a 
lot of energy to worthwhile 
projects which would 
benefit everyone: not just a 
few select groups as is the 
case with competition. But 
cooperation can only be 
functional within an overall 
structure which views 
cooperation as good. 
Cooperation, if attempted in 
an atmosphere of aggres¬ 
sion. will be smothered by 
the domineering forces of 
competition. 

Also, to the advocates of 
competition, cooperation is 
veiweu as a weak or 
’unmanly’ approach to 
problem solving. By 
expressing a desire to 
cooperate with another 
person, the individual is 
labeled as not being able to

stand on their own two feet. 
The aggressive person will 
then use this to try and 
belittle those who wish to 
cooperate. By putting down 
one's neighbor, one feels a 
false sense of superiority 
over the neighbor. This 
analogy can furthermore be 
applied to organizations and 
nations. 

A structure in which 
cooperation would not 
regress into subservience 
would be one in which 
cooperation is the norm and 
competition is the deviant. 
This is exactly the opposite 
of what is presently the case. 
If cooperation was viewed as 
being the accepted way to 
approach a situation, then 
the need for aggression 
would be nill. There would 
be no need for anyone to 
'prove' anything in order to 
establish an identity. 
Everyone would be working 
for the good of everyone else. 
All would stand to profit 
from such a set-up. 

In implementing such a 
structure, however, several 
considerations must be 
made. First of all. the 
masculine ideal of competi¬ 
tion would have to be 
destroyed. The value which 
is now placed on competition 
would have to be reassigned 
to cooperation. The myth of 
the 'manliness' (superiority) 
of the aggressive act would 
have to be put to rest. 
Following this line of 
reasoning one step further, 
it can be stated with 
certainty that cooperation 
could only prove viable in a 
society which is free from 
sexual bias of any kind. 
Total equality between the 
races and genders is a 
necessary prerequisite to a 
cooperative society. If 
inequality did exist, it would 
signal the presence of 
competition at some level 
within the culture. Once 
.-quality is attained between 
men and women, blacks and 
whites, cooperation will 
evolve as a natural extension 
of that equality.

Will Become History 


Festivals, Thank-you Notes 
Claim Valentine Origin

Beginning Fall Quarter. 
1985. physical education 
will not be a requirement for 
graduation, according to 
legislation passed by the 
Academic Senate February 
3. 1981. 

Students will be able to 
choose physical education as 
an elective whereas current 
degree programs list 
Physical Education, or other 
Activity programs as 
requirements. 

According to Dr. Carol 
Ann Leaf, chairperson of the 
Department of Physical 
Education and Health, the 
office and the Committee on 
Degrees have a tremendous 
burden, trying to match 
credit hours and their 
equivalents. 

“1 came here in August of 
1980 and learned of some 
faculty and administrators 
who were opposed to the 
physical education require¬ 
ment,” Dr. Leaf commented. 
Currently, as the 1981 
catalog states, six quarter 
hours of physical education 
or an equivalent must be 
completed in order to 
graduate. 

“This was ambigious for 
the students, the advisors, 
the faculty and also vague in 
terms of the Department of 
Physical Education and 
Health and as a result of this, 
some students perhaps could 
not take a course during 
their freshman or sopho¬ 
more year. Several substitu- 
tions came along to 
substitute physical educa¬ 
tion with Marching Band or 
Military Science Activities. 
Marching Band is worth two 
credit hours, but they could 
substitute one hour for 
physical education," Dr. 
Leaf commented. 

A study was made by the 
faculty whether or not theirs 
should be a required 
program or an elective 
program, Dr. Leaf contin¬ 
ued. “It was researched from 
the last ten years as to what 
has occured at other 
institutions in this s£ate and 
of selective universities' 
throughout the country.” she 
added. 

Over the past ten years, 
according to a study 
conducted by Joseph B. 


Oxendine in 1977. 74% of the 
public institutions with a 
five to ten thousand 
enrollment have lessened 
their degree requirements 
to not include physical 
education. “We believe the 
student should have a 
choice." Dr. Leaf comment¬ 
ed. "Students in any 
university are making 
decisions of all kinds on a 
daily basis On that basis we 
believe the students should 
have a choice as to whether 
or not they want to take 
physical education." she 
stated. “Students will be 
able to take 12 quarter hours 
of credit that can count 
towards graduation.” 

Dr. Leaf reports that 
“Americans are keeping 
physically fit on their own. 
more so than ever. They’re 
cycling, jogging, swimming, 
they’re participating in 
sports. Health clubs are 
continuing to increase 
around the country,” she 
added. “People know and 
realize the value of health 
and exercise,” Leaf said. 

“Lifetime Sports” are one 
type of program planned to 
be implemented in the new 
application of physical 
education at UTM, Dr. Leaf 
says. “Lifetime sports are 
activities that can be 
participated in after 
college." she added. 

The physical education 
requirement will be intact 
until fall quarter of 1985 to 
insure against a sudden 
decrease in the number of 
students enrolling in 
physical education. “This 
could impact upon the 
department, and it has a 
rippling effect into the 
school, and a rippling effect 
into the university." Dr. Leaf 
stated. “A transition period 
will be employed to move 
from the required program 
to the elective program,” she 
added. 

The transition period will 
be used to reschedule classes 
and “all this takes time." Dr. 
Leaf stated. “As the 
transition period goes from 
required Jo. elective, the 
-widow** oft surveys from 
around the country indicates 
that after 3 or 4 years the 
departments of physical 
education begin to increase 
their enrollment."

Lincoln vowed that “if 
ever the opportunity came to 
’hit’ that system he would 
'hit if hard,’ ” states 
Encyclopedia Americana. 

His military career began 
with the Black Hawk war, 
an Indian war, where he was 
elected captain by the men of 
the New Salem troop. 

Lincoln was elected as a 
Whig to the Illinois 
legislature by 1834 where he 
was very prominent during 
his four year term. 

Shortly after his term in 
the legislature ended 
Lincoln turned to studying 
law and geometry. 

He was admitted to the 
bar in 1836 in Springfield 


asserted he was not an 
abolitionist but regarded 
slavery as an injustice and 
an evil and was opposed to 
it’s extension," stated 
Readers Digest 1976 
almanac. 

Lincoln's performance in 
the debates with Douglas 
had helped increase his 
national image although 
Douglas won the election. 

Lincoln became president 
of the United States in 1860 
and soon afterward several 
southern states seceded 
from the Union and the 
beginning of the Civil War 
was close at hand. 

South Carolina was the 
first state to secede and by 
Feb. 1861 the restof the deep 
south states had also seceded 
and the Souther Confeder- 


Illinois and built up a 
successful law practice with 
a successionof partnerships. 

In 1846 Lincoln re-entered 
politics as a Whig where he 
served one term in congress 
before retiring. 

His retirement from 
politics was short-lived 
however with the Kansas- 
Nebraska Act which was 
supported by Stephen A. 
Douglas and favored 
extending slavery. 

Lincoln ran for the Senate 
on the Whig ticket, was 
defeated and later joined the 
new Republican Party. 

Upon receiving the 
Republican nominationfor 
U.S. Senator Lincoln and 
Douglas, who was seeking 
re-election, held a series of 
debates in which Lincoln

One hundred and seventy- 
one years ago today this 
nation’s sixteenth president 
was born in a small log 
cabin. 

Abraham Lincoln was 
born on Feb. 12, 1809 in 
Hardin County to Thomas 
and Mary Hanks Lincoln. 

At an early age Abraham 
did such tasks as splitting 
rails, clerking in a store, 
surveying land and deliver¬ 
ing merchandise on flat- 
boats to New Orleans and 
others. 

It was during the flatboat 
trip to New Orleans at the 
age of 19 that Lincoln first 
came into contact with 
slavery when he witnessed

A missing link exists in the 
U S. between available college 
scholarships, grants and finan¬ 
cial aid. and the people eligible 
to receive them. 

"Money is going unclaimed, 
because people don't know 
where to find the funds, or they 
think they don't qualify.” says 
the Director of the Student 
Assistance Council of America. 

According to Robert Freede, 
author of Cash-for-College 
(Prentice-Hall), "People be¬ 
lieve the myth that all scholar¬ 
ships and grants are based only 
on a student's financial need .. 
class standing .. or test scores. 
It's not true!" 

“More than $ 100,000,000 of 
school aid has gone unclaimed 
and unused because it has not 
been matched up with the 
proper students. Students don't 
bother to apply because many 
parents don't believe their 
children qualify for financial 
aid,” Freede says. 

Yet millions of dollars in aid 
are available to people regard¬ 
less of need or academic excel¬ 
lence. Total dollars available 
to students for college are some 
$500,000,000. “Substantial 
amounts of money are hidden 
behind strange eligibility 
requirements, little-known trust 


funds, public and private 
grants." says Freede. 

“Since you must apply to be 
considered, the trick is to find 
out about these funds. Matching 
scholarship sources to qualified 
individuals isn't a job for 
amateurs, as a computer is 
required. Even student coun¬ 
selors can't know more than a 
fraction of the over 250.000 
available source items." 

Scholarship Search, an arm 
of the Student Assistance 
Council, provides personalized 
research by computer that 
matches a student’s eligibility 
factors to sources of funds for 
college which they are qualified 
to receive. 

The search guarantees to 
identify specific financial 
sources of potential funds for 
the subscribing student. 

Who is more likely to qualify 
for college funds? 

To help answer this question, 
the Student Assistance Council 
has developed a 60-second quiz 
for which one “yes” answer 
could qualify someone to apply 
for a number of financial aid 
sources.

Jones said that in the past 
the Strike Force has barely 
accomplished its mission to 
function as an elite ranger 
type unit, but this year the 
organization disposed of the 
old rules and started anew. 

“This year Strike Force is 
participating in rigid 
physical training, discipline 
and lots of field training just 
as an Army Ranger unit 
would," Jones said. 

According to Jones, 32 
cadets began training for 
Strike Force membership 
last quarter, but less than 
one-third reached the goal 
after four months. 

“Few had the determin¬ 
ation, gut: and discipline to 


membership. 

According to Jones, any 
candidate who posseses the 
capacity to endure the 
hardships of training has the 
opportunity to gain mem¬ 
bership with the organiza¬ 
tion regardless of sex. 


Jones said. 

Jones commented that the 
morale, esprit de corps and 
reputation of the Strike 
Force has improved 
tremendously over that of 
past years. 

“It still has a long way to 
go before becoming the elite

The UTM Strike Force is 
an^ elite para-military unit 
modeled after the U.S. 
Army Rangers and spon¬ 
sored by the Department of 
Military Science, according 
to Jeff Jones, Strike Force 
commander. 

Jones said that the Strike 
Force trains in infantry type 
skills such as patrolling, 
individual tactical training, 
rappelling and boat 
training. 

“To do all this, the Strike 
Force member has to be 
physically fit; therefore, 
before becoming a member 
you will be on a candidate 
status,” Jones said. 

“This candidate is 
required to attend physical 
training (P.T.) three days a 
week at six in the morning 
for one hour. The candidate 
must be able to make all of 
our runs and successfully do 
our physical training." 

According to Jones, most 
of the P.T. consists of push¬ 
ups and sit-ups to develop 
abdominal, shoulder and 
arm muscles and the runs 
range from three to 12 miles 
and will eventually increase 
to 15 miles. 

Jones said that the Strike 
Force candidate must have a 
very positive mental 
attitude and be very 
determined to complete the 
P.T. portion of the training. 

"All candidates who 
successfully complete this 
phase and survive candidacy 
will go before a formal 
military board." Jones said. 

“This board will deter¬ 
mine if the person is fit to be 
a Strike Force member or if 
he should remain a 
candidate. If the candidate 
makes it past the board, he 
will be an official Strike 
Force member, and he will 
be awarded the black beret, 
which is modeled after the 
black beret of the U.S. Army 
Rangers.”

project was initiated to see if 
women could serve as military 
pilots in order to release more 
military pilots involved in 
transporting and to decrease the 
limited total demand, according to 
the reports. 

On December 7, 1944 60 million 
air miles later, the WASPs were 
deactivated from the Air Force. “It 
made teaching dull, Memphis 
furniture dull,” Mrs. Tanner 
explained. “It seemed unfair, not 
given the choice to stay. What was 
the reason? Because we were 
women." 

Cornelia Fort, a pilot from 
Tennessee, gave her life in service 
to WASPs. Miss Fort, who was 
giving a lesson in the air at Pearl 
Harbor when the Japanese 
attacked, was killed in a mid-air 
crash over the continental United 
States and became the first woman 
pilot to die “in the service of her 
country," Mrs. Tanner comment- 
ed. 

“If there was adoubtthat women 
could be military pilots, the 
WASPs have disproved that,” she 
said. Her silver wings displayed 
against a blue dress confirm her 
flying competence.
